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FOREST  FIRE  PROBLEM  SERIOUS 


The  year  1947  was  one  of  the  worst  periods  of 
drouth  and  forest  fire  occurrence  in  eastern  United 
States  history.  Lack  of  water  ruined  crops,  lowered 
water  levels  and  dried  up  brooks  everywhere.  Three 
months  of  deficient  rainfall  and  abnormally  high  tem- 
peratures resulted  in  many  fires  which  were  mostly 
well  controlled  and  kept  within  bounds.  Only  the  high 
winds  beginning  on  October  23rd  caused  a  few  fires  to 
escape  beyond  immediate  control.  These  few  fires  re- 
sulted in  burning  some  15,000  acres  and  the  loss  of  63 
or  more  buildings  in  four  New  Hampshire  towns. 

All  October  fires  were  costly.  They  burned  deep- 
ly in  the  ground  and  required  day  and  night  patrol  of 
large  crews  of  men  until  the  rains  came  late  in  October. 
Towns  which  escaped  from  serious  fires  might  easily 
have  been  in  the  midst  of  the  most  serious  conflagra- 
tions we  had. 

Governor  Dale  closed  the  woods  effective  at  mid- 
night of  October  15th.  With  the  blow-up  of  October 
23rd,  a  second  proclamation  closed  all  back  roads  and 
authorized  towns  to  inaugurate  patrol.  The  effect  of 
this  was  to  cut  down  subsequent  fires  for  the  rest  of 
the  dry  period. 

Local  fire  warden  forces  performed  an  admirable 
job  to  hold  the  more  than  200  fires  that  occurred  dur- 
ing this  October  period.  Many  men  were  taxed  to  the 
utmost  as  the  emergency  continued.  To  them  and  all 
those  who  did  their  work,  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude.  The  state  forest 
fire  control  agency  based  on  local  town  wardens  and 
town  crews  wherever  adequately  equipped  rose  to  the 
occasion  and  met  the  test  in  whatever  town  their  ser- 
vices were  needed. 

It  is  now  time  to  take  stock  everywhere  of  our  fire 
fighting  facilities  for  the  season  ahead  and  to  make 
them  adequate  where  necessary.  To  this  end  town 
fire  plans  and  training  programs  for  wardens,  deputies 
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and  other  key  men  in  each  district  are  being  arranged 
or  in  progress.  If  equipment  and  tools  are  insufficient 
properly  to  equip  the  available  man  power  in  each  com- 
munity with  the  right  tools  for  the  job,  they  should  be 
provided  for  at  once.  The  yearly  addition  of  fire  tools 
to  the  town  supply  will  generally  need  to  be  built  up. 
The  state  sells  tools  to  the  towns  and  shares  one-half 
their  cost.  Good  equipment  is  important  and  can  help 
greatly  to  keep  both  damage  and  fire  costs  at  a  mini- 
mum. 

For  many  years  we  have  requested  our  wardens 
not  to  issue  burning  permits  except  on  rainy  days. 
This  regulation  will  be  in  effect  again  this  year  as  it 
is  one  of  the  best  means  of  assuring  such  fires  from 
getting  out  of  control.  Nine  out  of  every  ten  fires 
can  be  prevented,  98  percent  of  all  fires  being  due  to 
human  carelessness.  Be  sure  to  get  a  permit  for  any 
fire  in  or  near  woodland  when  the  ground  is  free  from 
snow.  Be  sure  your  fires  are  always  out  before  you 
leave  them.  Help  us  in  getting  the  travelling  public 
to  keep  from  throwing  out  lighted  matches  or  cigar- 
ettes.   Be  careful  of  all  fires  in  or  near  woodland.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Plymouth  School  Board : 

My  fifth  annual  report  herewith  presented  in- 
cludes the  usual  statistical  information  and  a  discus- 
sion of  the  principal  problems  faced  by  us  which  should 
also  be  of  interest  to  the  people  of  Plymouth.  This  re- 
port purposely  omits  discussions  which  will  be  included 
in  the  report  of  the  Headmaster  of  the  High  School 
but  which  have  been  carefully  considered  throughout 
the  year. 

When  the  school  calendar  for  the  ensuing  year  is 
published  among  other  statistics  many  people  fail  to 
find  it  and  are  uncertain  about  dates  of  opening  and 
closing  of  school  and  days  when  no  school  sessions  are 
expected.  To  remove  that  difficulty  the  1948-1949  cal- 
endar is  presented  with  explanations  at  the  beginning 
of  this  report. 

A  recent  ruling  from  the  office  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  makes  a  school  year  of  at  least  180 
days  mandatory.  That  requirement  necessitates  a  year 
of  38  weeks  without  much  flexibility  if  schools  are  to 
close  near  the  middle  of  June.    The  calendar  follows :

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The  nine  days  of  expected  no  school  are:  Labor 
Day,  Fair  Day,  State  Convention  (2),  Armistice  Day, 
Thanksgiving  with  the  following  Friday,  December  24, 
May  30. 

Time  lost  on  account  of  illness  or  bad  weather 
should  be  made  up  in  Saturday  sessions  immediately 
following  the  lost  sessions. 

The  question  is  frequently  asked  as  to  whether 
the  Sargent  School,  which  is  now  closed  for  the  second 
year,  will  at  some  future  time  be  reopened.  The  ans- 
wer is  both  "Yes"  and  "No."  It  is  "Yes"  if  the  number 
of  pupils  living  in  the  area  served  by  that  school  in- 
creases to  the  point  where  they  cannot  be  transported 
under  the  present  arrangement.  Road  conditions  in 
that  section  make  it  impossible  to  operate  a  vehicle  of 
larger  size  than  an  ordinary  car.  The  answer  is  "Yes" 
if,  when  the  number  of  pupils  warrants  re-opening,  it 
is  possible  to  employ  a  teacher.  That  could  not  be  done 
at  the  present  time.  The  answer  is  "No"  so  long  as 
we  can  transport  pupils  to  the  New  Grade  School.  From 
this  discussion  it  is  clear  that  only  conditions  and  de- 
velopments in  the  future  can  give  a  definite  answer  to 
the  question  now  frequently  asked. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  written  the  approximate 
amount  of  State  Aid  that  may  be  expected  in  December 
1948  has  not  been  announced  but  it  seems  reasonable 
to  assume  that  it  will  be  very  near  the  amount  which 
was  received  in  1947.  The  primary  purpose  of  increas- 
ed State  Aid  is  not  tax  reduction  but  an  expansion  and 
improvement  of  educational  opportunity  within  the 
district  which  received  that  aid.  The  use  of  1947  State 
Aid  was  restricted  by  action  of  the  legislature  but,  be- 
yond that  one  year,  school  districts  may  spend  State 
Aid  funds  at  their  discretion.  If  Plymouth  chooses  to 
use  State  Aid  money  in  accordance  with  the  true  pur- 
pose for  which  it  is  granted,  steady  improvement  in 
our  schools  can  be  realized  without  undue  financial 
burden  to  the  town. 

The  statement  now  made  may  not  meet  with  pop- 
ular approval  but  I  believe  it  should  be  made.    For  the 
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past  two  years  amounts  of  $500  and  $200  respectively 
have  been  added  to  the  school  budget  to  be  turned  over 
to  the  Plymouth  Athletic  Association.  While  there 
can  be  no  disagreement  with  the  purpose  for  which  the 
money  is  raised,  it  does  not  properly  belong  in  the 
school  budget.  Items  of  increasing  expense  raise  the 
school  budget  enough  without  including  something 
that  is  an  obligation  of  the  town  rather  than  of  the 
school  district.  Such  appropriations  should  be  made 
in  the  town  meeting  rather  than  in  the  school  district 
meeting. 

At  the  beginning'  of  the  present  year  forty  child- 
ren were  registered  in  the  kindergarten.  That  number 
of  children,  who  are  having  their  first  school  experi- 
ences when  they  are  a  year  too  young  to  enter  Grade 
One,  furnish  more  of  a  load  than  one  teacher  can  prop- 
erly carry  in  one  group.  For  that  reason,  both  a  fore- 
noon and  an  afternoon  session  of  the  kindergarten  have 
been  held  with  half  of  the  children  attending  each 
group.  The  arrangement  seems  to  have  been  a  for- 
tunate one.  The  kindergarten  is  a  very  important 
unit  in  our  public  school  organization  and  should  be 
continued  on  a  basis  that  will  permit  the  greatest  pos- 
sible return  on  the  investment  involved. 

The  teacher  situation  is  still  one  to  give  us  a  great 
deal  of  concern.  While  it  is  true  that  the  supply  of 
high  school  teachers  is  larger  than  in  previous  years, 
it  is  also  true  that  the  supply  of  elementary  teachers 
is,  and  will  continue  to  be,  critically  low  for  a  long  time. 
It  takes  four  years  to  train  an  elementary  teacher. 
The  State  of  New  Hampshire  usually  requires  approx- 
imately 150  new  elementary  teachers  each  year.  The 
combined  elementary  groups  at  Keene  and  at  Plymouth, 
who  are  available  next  September,  is  less  than  one- 
sixth  of  that  number.  We  can  expect  a  continued  short 
supply  of  elementary  teachers  until  four  years  from 
the  time  when  every  teacher  training  institution  is 
booked  to  capacity  at  the  beginning  of  the  college  year. 

The  law  of  supply  and  demand  is  a  controlling 
factor  in  the  determination  of  salary  schedules.  Ply- 
mouth has  made  commendable  efforts  to  recognize  fi- 
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nancial  needs  of  teachers  and  to  make  appropriate  sal- 
ary adjustments.  Even  with  the  increases  which  have 
been  made,  teachers  are  still  not  being  paid  on  a  scale 
commensurate  with  the  preparation,  daily  demands, 
and  professional  requirements  that  must  be  met.  In 
our  private  business  we  can  decide  whether  or  not  the 
buildings  will  be  painted,  the  machinery  repaired,  or 
new  construction  attempted,  but  in  school  affairs  we 
have  no  choice  except  to  carry  on  to  the  best  of  our 
ability.  The  children  of  Plymouth  cannot  wait  for  a 
more  convenient  or  financially  favorable  time  for  their 
education.  While,  as  I  have  stated,  Plymouth's  ef- 
forts have  been  commendable,  we  must  still  be  pre- 
pared to  meet  conditions  which  the  future  alone  can 
disclose. 

It  has  become  increasingly  evident  that  Plymouth 
faces  building  needs  which  cannot  be  much  longer 
passed  over.  Our  elementary  school  is  seriously  over- 
crowded and  very  few,  if  any,  of  the  services  which  are 
now  regarded  as  essential  in  every  good  school  organi- 
zation can  be  provided  because  there  is  no  room.  The 
High  School  situation  is  somewhat  easier  but  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  some  expansion  will  be  necessary 
there.  Consideration  is  now  being  given  to  a  division 
of  the  big  study  hall  into  two  sections,  one  of  which  can 
still  be  used  as  a  study  hall  and  the  other  converted 
into  additional  class  room  space.  If  we  had  more  room, 
our  Shop  Department  should  be  expanded.  For  the 
coming  year,  our  ability  to  absorb  only  a  limited  num- 
ber of  boys  in  Shop  classes  will  mean  that  many  must 
be  disappointed  when  they  elect  that  work.  Our  build- 
ing needs  have  been  the  subject  of  very  careful 
thought  by  the  School  Board  and  Plymouth  Teachers 
College.  While  it  is  not  intended  in  any  way  to  discount 
the  urgency  of  our  need,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  building 
costs  will  be  more  reasonable  when  a  program  of  ex- 
pansion can  no  longer  be  postponed. 

Two  laws  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  legis- 
lature seem  to  hold  a  great  deal  of  value  for  school 
districts  facing  problems  such  as  ours.  One  of  those 
laws  permits  the  setting  up  of  capital  reserves  in  anti- 
cipation of  future  needs  and  the  other  sets  up  a  f rame- 
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work  for  the  establishment  of  cooperative  school  dis- 
tricts. The  possibilities  of  the  cooperative  school  dis- 
trict are  being  carefully  explored  but  at  this  time  no 
definite  conclusion  has  been  reached.  When  one  consid- 
ers the  geographical,  commercial,  and  educational  ties 
which  closely  connect  Plymouth  and  the  surrounding 
towns,  from  which  we  now  draw  three-fifths  of  our 
high  school  membership,  it  seems  that  a  cooperative 
school  district  may  offer  a  great  deal  of  interest  and 
value  for  us  all. 

Last  spring  a  new  policy  was  inaugurated  as  a 
help  to  pupils  who  enter  Plymouth  High  School  from 
other  towns  in  my  Union  and  from  neighboring  dis- 
tricts. Special  days  were  set  aside  as  visiting  days 
for  eighth  grade  pupils  who  were  invited  to  spend  a 
whole  day  in  the  high  school.  They  visited  classes,  saw 
the  school  in  action,  learned  something  of  the  daily 
routine,  met  the  teachers,  discussed  electives  with  the 
Headmaster,  and  had  their  fall  schedules  all  arranged. 
We  feel  that  pupils  got  enough  help  in  adjustment  to 
high  school  experience  to  make  the  plan  worth  trying 
again  this  year.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  help 
pupils  make  the  transition  from  grades  to  high  school 
with  the  least  possible  disturbance  to  them.  There 
may  be  some  connection  between  the  above  plan  and 
our  record  number  of  one  hundred  eighty  tuition  pu- 
pils this  year. 

Our  high  school  program  is  being  constantly 
studied  and  improved  to  accomplish  two  things ;  name- 
ly, the  maximum  use  of  the  facilities  we  now  have,  and 
furnishing  training  which  will  best  enable  our  boys  and 
girls  to  meet  the  demands  of  adult  life.  The  program 
now  in  effect  recognizes  the  desirability  of  furnishing 
vocational  training  whenever  possible.  Vocational 
training  or  the  development  of  marketable  skills  is  our 
aim  in  the  commercial  department.  We  also  hope  to 
have  Home  Economics  and  Shop  work  established  on 
the  same  basis.  At  the  same  time,  we  are  attempting 
to  strengthen  and  broaden  the  training  offered  to  the 
big  majority  of  our  pupils  who  do  not  aim  at  specializa- 
tion. As  pointed  out  in  a  previous  report,  we  have  about 
reached  the  limit  of  our  capacity  to  add  new  courses  of 
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instruction.  Such  changes  and  additions  in  the  future 
will  have  to  involve  eliminations  and  substitutions  as 
conditions  indicate  the  desirability  of  so  doing.  Al- 
though teacher  time  and  operating  space  make  it  im- 
possible for  us  to  adopt  the  suggestions  here  made,  I 
believe  we  should  not  lose  sight  of  the  values  which  our 
high  school  group  could  receive  in  agriculture  and  in 
expansion  of  shop  work  to  include  auto  mechanics. 
Ways  and  means  may  eventually  be  found  to  make 
these  additions  in  our  high  school  program. 

The  reports  of  the  Headmaster,  Principal  of  the 
New  Grade  School,  and  School  Nurse  present  a  detailed 
discussion  of  problems  and  needs  to  which  your  atten- 
tion is  directed.  Those  reports  furnish  an  over-all  pic- 
ture of  the  actual  operation  of  your  schools  as  they 
strive  to  serve  your  children. 

The  people  of  Plymouth  have  been  interested  and 
cooperative  in  the  support  of  their  schools.  Members 
of  the  School  Board  have  at  all  times  shown  an  earnest- 
ness and  zeal  in  their  official  responsibilities  that  is 
most  commendable.  For  every  kindness  and  courtesy 
which  has  made  my  work  in  your  schools  very  pleas- 
ant, my  deep  appreciation  is  here  expressed.

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Headmas- 
ter of  Plymouth  High  School. 

Again  this  year  I  ask  that  parents  and  citizens 
visit  their  schools  more  frequently.  Our  greatest  as- 
set, our  most  valuable  raw  material,  our  country's 
basic  resource,  our  children  demand  your  interest  and 
attention  to  the  end  that  they  receive  the  best  that 
you  can  afford  to  give  them,  in  the  matter  of  education- 
al opportunity  and  you  cannot  afford  to  give  them 
other  than  the  best. 

The  Get-Acquainted  Day  program  described  in 
last  year's  report  proved  highly  successful.  With  the 
help  of  surrounding  communities  we  plan  to  continue 
the  program  again  this  year. 

Two  half-year  subjects  were  added  this  year,  Con- 
sumer Education  Training  and  Human  Behavior.  Both 
of  these  subjects  are  functional.  Salesmanship  was 
changed  this  year  from  a  half-unit  to  a  full  unit  course. 
These  courses  should  be  of  additional  aid  to  pupils  in 
preparing  for  life  situations. 

Latin  I  and  II  were  not  offered  this  year  as  it  was 
not  possible  to  find  a  teacher  qualified  in  this  field 
who  could  also  teach  other  subjects  required  to  round 
out  the  high  school  curriculum.  Bookkeeping  II  was 
also  dropped  when  the  result  of  a  survey  of  graduates 
indicated  utilization  did  not  warrant  its  continuance. 

The  addition  of  a  teacher  in  the  commercial  de- 
partment is  recommended  again  this  year  and  for  sim- 
ilar reasons.  It  would  allow  further  improvement  of 
our  offerings  in  this  field,  make  possible  readjustment 
of  offerings  and  new  offerings  in  other  fields,  and  sub- 
jects now  taught  by  social  science  teachers  would  be 
taught  by  commercial  teachers. 
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The  coordination  and  extension  of  services  in  the 
guidance  field  were  furthered  this  year  by  having  a 
teacher  work  three  periods  a  day  in  this  area.  This 
teacher  works  with  other  teachers,  and  information 
about  pupils  is  gathered  in  conferences  with  both  pu- 
pils and  teachers.  The  more  we  know  about  our  pupils 
the  more  we  can  help  them.  We  have  given  general 
ability  tests  for  all  pupils;  Kudor  interest  tests  have 
been  given  to  Freshmen,  and  reading  tests  will  be  given 
later  this  year.  The  teachers  also  make  use  of  test 
records  forwarded  from  the  elementary  school.  It  is 
hoped  that  prognostic  tests  may  be  given  in  the  fu- 
ture as  an  aid  to  counselling  in  the  matter  of  subject 
selection. 

The  guidance  counselor  talks  with  pupils  who  are 
having  subject  or  adjustment  difficulties,  he  tries  to 
eliminate  or  smooth  the  rough  spots  for  these  pupils 
by  suggesting  ways  and  means  of  self-improvement. 

This  department  is  working  on  the  adoption  of  a 
suitable  permanent  record  form  where  test  results, 
grades,  work  experience,  personality  characteristics, 
extra-curricular  achievement,  etc.,  may  be  recorded  in 
order  that  the  school  may  more  adequately  give  a  pupil 
a  profile  of  his  or  her  strong  and  weak  points.  This 
information  will  enable  a  pupil  to  choose  more  wisely 
the  field  of  endeavor  most  suitable  to  assure  his  hap- 
piness and  success. 

The  physical  education  program  has  been  expand- 
ed this  year  to  include  boys  and  girls  in  all  four  high 
school  grades.  Interscholastic  competition  has  been 
maintained  for  boys  in  football,  basketball  and  base- 
ball. It  is  our  policy  to  try  to  give  every  boy  the  op- 
portunity to  be  a  member  of  each  varsity  squad  in  sea- 
son as  long  as  his  efforts  contribute  to  his  and  the 
school's  advancement.  This  policy  is  a  considerable 
burden  on  one  man,  however,  we  feel  that  the  benefits 
to  the  individual  pupil  warrant  this  policy. 

To  increase  the  opportunity  of  participation  jun- 
ior varsity  squads  were  maintained  in  the  three  above 
mentioned  sports  and  interscholastic  competition  ar- 
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ranged.  An  expanded  intramural  girls'  basketball  pro- 
gram has  been  developed  this  year  which  will  culminate 
in  interscholastic  competition  at  the  end  of  the  boys' 
basketball  season.  It  is  our  purpose  to  provide  the  op- 
portunity for  every  pupil  to  profit  from  participation  in 
some  form  of  competitive  athletics.  An  idea  of  the 
number  served  can  be  gained  from  the  following:  foot- 
ball squad  33,  baseball  squad  38,  basketball  squad  27, 
boys'  intramural  basketball  55,  and  girls'  intramural 
basketball  70. 

Our  activity  program  continues  this  year  on  much 
the  same  basis  as  last  year.  It  has  been  necessary  to 
limit  pupils  to  one  activity  unless  their  academic 
grades  warranted  allowing  them  to  take  more  than 
one  activity  during  any  one  term.  Skiing  was  dropped 
as  there  is  no  instructor  on  the  staff  with  ability  to 
give  instruction;  the  same  is  true  in  regard  to  aero- 
nautics. Additions  are  debating  and  public  speaking, 
home  nursing  and  auto  driving.  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Red  Cross  for  the  help 
given  in  making  it  possible  to  offer  the  home  nursing 
course  and  to  Mrs.  Barton,  the  instructor. 

The  auto  driving  course  is  confined  to  theory  this 
year.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  another  year 
to  combine  the  theory  with  behind-the-wheel  instruc- 
tion. The  cost  will  increase;  however,  if  by  reason  of 
the  instruction  we  could  reduce  by  one  a  serious  acci- 
dent the  expense  would  be  worthwhile.  Life  is  not 
measured  in  dollars  and  cents. 

The  Student  Council  functions  again  this  year  to 
represent  the  student  body  and  aid  the  administration 
in  meeting  the  needs  of  the  pupils.  One  Council  pro- 
ject this  year  is  the  preparation  of  a  school  hand-book. 
Last  year  the  Student  Council  sponsored  a  faculty  bas- 
ketball game  and  a  Penny  Sale,  the  proceeds  were  used 
to  buy  a  combination  public  address  system,  radio  and 
recording  machine.  Many  people  who  attended  our 
Open  House  Night  program  during  National  Education 
Week  saw  this  handy  piece  of  equipment  in  operation. 

Our  attendance  and  tardy  record  is  good  again 
this  year,  particularly  when  one  considers  the  fact  that 
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three-fifths  of  our  enrollment  is  composed  of  out-of- 
town  pupils.  The  help  of  parents  and  pupils  in  main- 
taining the  above  mentioned  good  record  is  sincerely- 
appreciated. 

Teachers'  meetings  are  held  at  least  twice  a  month. 
In  keeping  with  the  policy  that  teaching  is  a  coopera- 
tive enterprise,  administrative  problems  are  discussed 
at  these  meetings.  Professional  subjects  are  also  given 
our  attention.  Among  the  topics  this  year  were — Main- 
tenance of  high  standards  of  instruction,  better  use  of 
library  facilities,  and  characteristics  of  the  master 
teacher. 

Each  teacher  takes  his  or  her  turn  as  a  sponsor  of 
the  weekly  assembly  program.  These  programs  are 
usually  held  the  last  period  on  Friday.  Pupil  participa- 
tion is  emphasized  as  we  try  to  give  as  many  as  possi- 
ble the  experience  of  appearing  and  talking  before  an 
audience. 

One  teacher  has  been  designated  on  the  faculty  to 
act  as  coordinator  for  visual  aids.  This  teacher  keeps 
a  record  of  the  films  used  and  reports  are  made  to  him 
by  teachers  as  to  the  value  of  the  films  used.  These 
records  will  materially  aid  in  selection  of  films  for 
future  use.  The  schedule  of  the  use  of  the  projector 
is  in  the  hands  of  this  teacher;  thus  eliminating  many 
conflicts  and  more  efficient  use  of  our  projector. 

The  addition  of  a  music  teacher  to  our  faculty  this 
year  has  made  it  possible  to  give  more  attention  to  this 
field  of  endeavor.  While  it  had  been  possible  to  main- 
tain a  glee  club  other  endeavors  in  the  field  of  music 
had  lapsed. 

The  program  started  some  eight  weeks  after  the 
regular  opening  of  school.  The  unearthing  of  talent 
and  its  subsequent  development  has  been  no  mean  task. 
However,  I  feel  that  real  progress  has  been  made.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  music  department  can  sponsor  a  produc- 
tion this  spring  to  which  the  public  is  cordially  invited. 

We  are  continually  striving  to  raise  academic  stan- 
dards. To  do  this,  more  work  is  required  of  pupils  and 
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occasionally  there  are  those  who  are  unable  to  meet  the 
increased  standards  in  the  usual  four  year  period.  I 
urge  parents  to  encourage  pupils  to  stay  in  school  even 
though  it  takes  them  longer  to  accumulate  the  required 
sixteen  units  for  their  diploma. 

Pupils  who  plan  to  continue  their  education  be- 
yond high  school  level  are  counselled  to  maintain  high 
averages  and  if  possible  get  more  than  the  required 
sixteen  units  required  for  high  school  graduation. 
Since  colleges  are  over-crowded  they  are  very  selec- 
tive in  their  choice  of  incoming  students. 

A  start  has  been  made  this  year  in  changing  the 
home  economics  department  to  one  large  room  on  the 
first  floor.  When  the  arrangement  has  been  completed 
we  will  have  a  modern  home  economics  room  that  will 
materially  benefit  pupils  in  a  most  valuable  area. 

The  lighting  system  in  a  large  number  of  rooms 
is  in  need  of  modernization.  We  are  a  long  way  from 
meeting  approved  standards. 

Our  Industrial  Arts  department  is  over-crowded 
and  it  appears  that  in  the  future  we  will  have  to  limit 
the  number  allowed  to  take  this  highly  popular  course. 

Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  possibility  of 
having  a  hot  lunch  program  for  high  school  pupils. 
There  are  one  hundred  ninety  pupils  who  either  bring 
their  lunch  or  eat  downtown  each  day. 

Teacher  turnover  is  a  considerable  problem  in  edu- 
cation, particularly  so  during  the  last  few  years,  when 
teacher  shortages  have  plagued  every  community.  The 
average  turnover  in  the  high  school  for  the  last  two 
years  has  been  forty  per  cent.  Employee  change  is 
expensive  as  any  employer  knows.  It  is  especially  ex- 
pensive to  a  school  system  in  terms  of  efficiency,  pu- 
pil understanding,  and  general  morale.  A  small  per- 
centage of  turnover  is  healthy,  a  high  percentage  is 
costly.  The  knowledge  of  pupils  in  a  system  gained 
by  a  teacher  in  two  or  three  years  cannot  be  passed  on 
to  a  new  teacher,  and  knowledge  gained  by  experience 
is  not  the  forte  of  the  beginning  teacher. 
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I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board,  Superintendent  Rollins,  Citizens,  Teachers,  and 
pupils  for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  past 
year.

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PLYMOUTH  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Par- 
ents and  citizens  of  Plymouth : 

This  is  the  second  annual  report  on  the  Plymouth 
Elementary  School.  The  report  is  divided  as  follows: 
A.  New  Teachers,  B.  Housing  and  Enrollment,  C.  Re- 
commendations, D.  Accomplishments. 

A.  New  Teachers 

Two  new  teachers  were  added  to  the  staff  in  Sep- 
tember. Mrs.  Corwin  Burghardt  replaced  Miss  J.  Cor- 
inne  Barden  in  Grade  I,  and  Mr.  Clarence  D.  Hart  re- 
placed Mr.  J.  Kenneth  Linaberry  in  Grade  5. 

B.  Housing  and  Enrollment 

Approximately  328  pupils  were  enrolled  in  the 
school  during  the  opening  week.  This  number  has  in- 
creased to  333,  divided  as  follows :

The  kindergarten  was  divided  into  morning  and 
afternoon  groups  because  of  the  large  enrollment. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  enrollment  in  nearly 
all  the  grades  is  large  in  comparison  to  the  accepted 
class  ratio  of  25  pupils  to  one  teacher. 

Effective,  worth-while  teaching  calls  for  a  great 
deal  of  individual  attention  on  the  part  of  the  teacher

to  each"  member  of  his  class.     Individual  attention  is 
practically  impossible  with  classes  of  35  and  40  pupils. 

The  problem  of  overcrowded  classrooms  is  expect- 
ed to  continue  since  the  elementary  schools,  not  only  in 
Plymouth  but  elsewhere,  are  feeling  the  effects  of  the 
large  war-time  birth  rate. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  probable  enrollment  for 
the  various  grades  in  1948-1949  will  be:

This  represents  an  estimated  increase  of  about 
twenty  pupils.  However,  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
greatest  enrollments  are  expected  in  such  important 
grades  as  1,  2,  and  4.  Two  sections  of  each  of  these 
grades  will  be  both  practical  and  expedient. 

The  problem  of  overcrowded  classes  might  be 
temporarily  alleviated  by  one  or  more  of  the  following 
suggestions : 

1.  Exclude  tuition  pupils  from  the  school. 

2.  Move  the  kindergarten  from  its  present  loca- 
tion to  the  room  formerly  occupied;  by  the  kin- 
dergarten in  the  frame  building  next  to  the  col- 
lege heating  plant. 

3.  Use  the  so-called  music  room  as  a  classroom. 

4.  Move  the  7th  and  8th  grades  into  the  high 
school. 

These  suggestions  must  be  viewed  in  light  of  the 
following : 

1.  There  are  about  18  tuition  pupils  scattered 
through  the  various  grades. 
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2.  An  additional  classroom  would  be  provided  by- 
moving  the  kindergarten  from  its  present  loca- 
tion to  the  frame  building  adjacent  to  the  heat- 
ing plant.  However,  this  building  is  in  need  of 
repair.  The  cost  of  repairing  the  building  and 
the  decision  as  to  whether  the  Town  of  Ply- 
mouth or  the  Teachers  College  should  bear  this 
expense  is  a  matter  for  discussion. 

3.  Converting  the  music  room  into  a  classroom 
would  deprive  the  school  of  the  use  of  a  room 
to  serve  as  a  remedial  classroom,  music  class- 
room, library-reading  room,  and  a  room  to  show 
moving  pictures — to  name  only  a  few  of  the  uses 
to  which  this  room  is  put  during  fhe  day. 

4.  The  placing  of  the  7th  and  8th  grades  in  the 
high  school  might  be  done  by  partitioning  the 
so-called  study  hall  in  the  high  school — thus 
making  available  an  extra  room  or  two. 

If  additional  rooms  are  made  available  grades  1, 
2  and  4  would  be  divided  into  two  sections  for  each 
grade.  If  there  is  to  be  a  division  of  these  grades, 
at  least  two  additional  teachers  would  be  required. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  contract  between  the  Town 
of  Plymouth  and  the  State  Board  of  Education,  a  min- 
imum of  eight  teachers  must  be  supplied  by  the  Teach- 
ers College.  There  are  now  nine  on  the  faculty  and 
two  additional  teachers  are  needed.  The  question  of 
whether  the  Town  of  Plymouth  should  not  pay  at  least 
a  portion  of  the  salaries  of  these  three  extra  teachers 
should  be  considered. 

At  the  present  time  the  Elementary  School  is  re- 
ceiving the  following  extra  services  over  and  above  the 
requirements  of  the  contract: 

1.  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Arts  for  boys 
and  girls  of  the  7th  and  8th  grades. 

2.  Band  and  Music  Supervision. 

3.  Remedial  Reading  Clinic. 
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It  should  be  noted  that  these  extra  services  are 
being  provided  by  members  of  the  college  faculty  in 
addition  to  their  already  heavy  teaching  loads. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  principal  who  devotes  a 
major  share  of  his  time  to  the  administration  and  su- 
pervision of  the  school. 

The  operation  of  a  well  staffed,  modern  elemen- 
tary school  is  expensive.  Teachers'  salaries,  textbooks, 
and  supplies  have  risen  considerably  in  the  past  few 
years.  For  1945-1946,  the  cost  to  Plymouth  Teachers 
College  for  operating  the  Elementary  School  was  $17,- 
478.  The  estimated  cost  for  1947-48  is  $32,800.  Esti- 
mated costs  for  1948-49  are  $36,000.  Thus  the  costs  of 
the  elementary  school  have  doubled  in  the  last  few 
years. 

By  contract,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  pays  $10,000 
a  year  to  the  Plymouth  Teachers  College  toward  the 
support  of  the  elementary  school.  The  following  in- 
formation, taken  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1946,  is  of  great  significance  in  considering  the 
problem  of  finances :  "The  financial  picture  should  be 
of  interest  to  the  people  of  Plymouth.  In  return  for  an 
annual  payment  of  $10,000,  Plymouth  is  receiving  ser- 
vices from  the  Teachers  College  which  represent  total 
payments  of  $24,142  for  the  current  year.  It  can  thus 
be  appreciated  that  the  current  cost  saving  to  Ply- 
mouth is  $14,142. 

As  previously  stated,  we  probably  could  not  de- 
mand the  same  amount  of  preparation  and  could  not 
offer  as  high  salaries  as  are  possible  for  the  Teachers 
College  to  pay,  but  a  conservative  estimate  is  that  local 
costs  would  immediately  advance  roughly  $12,000 
without  the  contract.  We  should  not  overlook  the  fact? 
either,  that  great  difficulty  would  be  experienced  in  em- 
ploying teachers  for  the  large  grades  now  enrolled  if 
we  were  to  offer  lower  salaries  without  benefit  of 
whatever  prestige  may  accrue  from  acting  as  critic 
teacher.  The  contract  is  decidedly  favorable  to  Ply- 
mouth." 
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In  1947,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  received  approxi- 
mately $15,000  in  State  Aid.  Approximately  $10,000 
of  this  state  aid  was  given  Plymouth  because  of  its  ele- 
mentary school  enrollment.  At  the  time  this  report  is 
written,  it  is  anticipated  that  an  article  will  appear  in 
the  warrant  making  it  possible  for  the  School  District 
of  Plymouth  to  apply  a  portion  of  the  state  aid  toward 
elementary  school  services  which  the  teachers  college 
is  supplying  and  which  are  in  addition  to  those  services 
required  by  contract. 

C.     Recommendations 

1.  The  7th  and  8th  grade  Manual  Training  and 
Domestic  Arts  programs  be  operated  by  the 
high  school. 

2.  Grades  5,  6,  7,  and  8  be  included  in  the  Physical 
Education  program  as  now  operated  by  the 
high  school. 

3.  A  hot  lunch  program  for  elementary  school 
pupils  who  now  bring  their  lunches  be  set  up, 
using  high  school  facilities. 

4.  The  School  Board  immediately  authorize  the 
construction  of  extra  shelves  in  the  Library  to 
provide  for  the  500  volumes  added  last  fall. 

5.  The  School  Board  immediately  authorize  the 
construction  of  sufficient  bulletin  board  space  in 
the  classrooms  and  corridors  to  provide  for  ade- 
quate displays  of  the  children's  work. 

6.  The  citizens  of  Plymouth  should  make  every 
effort  to  become  acquainted  with  the  adminis- 
tration, teachers,  and  program  of  the  elemen- 
tary school  in  order  that  they  might  better  real- 
ize the  educational  advantages  that  the  children 
of  Plymouth  are  receiving  because  of  the  pres- 
ent arrangement  between  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
and  the  Teachers  College. 

7.  The  part  played  by  the  teacher  training  pro- 
gram of  the  Teachers  College  in  the  elementary 
school  should  be  considered  in  any  long-range 
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building  or  educational  plans  of  the  Plymouth 
School  Board.  It  is  believed  that  the  Teachers 
College  Administration  should  be  represented 
on  the  planning  board  when  such  a  board  is 
created. 

D.    Accomplishments 

It  is  believed  that  major  accomplishments  of  this 
last  year  include: 

1.  Organization  of  a  more  extensive  music  pro- 
gram in  all  grades. 

2.  Greater  use  of  audio-visual  aids  in  the  teaching 
program. 

3.  Extension  of  the  services  of  the  reading  clinic. 

4.  More  pupil  participation  in  creative  dramatics 
under  the  general  direction  of  Mrs.  Durkee. 

5.  Strengthening  of  school  and  community  rela- 
tions.

Hot  lunches,  very  ably  prepared  outside  and  served 
at  the  grade  school  were  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
children  and  parents.  This  noon  lunch  program  was 
sponsored  by  the  American  Legion  and  Legion  Aux- 
iliary with  other  organizations  contributing. 

Miss  Helen  Hinman,  State  Nutrition  Consultant, 
talked  at  the  school  on  nutrition  and  a  Red  Cross  Nu- 
trition Class  was  given  at  the  High  School. 

The  Red  Cross  furnished  needed  clothes  for  sev- 
eral families. 

I  enjoyed  attending  several  nurses'  meetings 
through  the  year  and  also  the  New  England  Public 
Health  Institute  held  at  Durham  for  3  days  in  June, 
1947.
